AUCTIONS 
Caveat Emptor 
An Overview 
PART II 


The English incorporated the Roman ‘"'corpus juris 
civilius" (Body of Civil Law) which had brief reference to 
the law of auctioneering and it found its way into the 
British Common Law. (Case Law) At the time of Columbus, 
Henry VII of England issued a promulagated, a new law re- 
quiring that auctioneers be licensed. We assume that this 
was for the purpose of control of the auctioneers and 
primarily to tax the sales such as our modern day sales 
tax. 


The early English settlers in America used auctioneers 
for the sale of property for the purvose of satisfaction 
of judgments or bankruptcies and for disposition of proverties 
and probate purposes. After the massacre of the Eastern 
Indian Tribes, there was a movement westward in the British 
Colonies. Auctioneers were in great demand to sell buildings 
and personalty that was being left behind such as in Boston, 
New York, etc. 


Next came the "tobacco" auctioneers. Before long, the 
tobacco auctioneers . sales were in the millions. and tobacco 
farmers began to build great mansions. 


George Washington furnished his mansion with furnishings 
from auctions. He rarely missed an auction if near enough 
to attend but he only bid to the point if the price is right 
and no higher, 


Lord Halifax of England, who had settled in America, 
was returning to England for retirement. Accordingly, he 
auctioned his belongings at his belvoir estate. At Lord 
Halifzx's auction, George Washington bid successfully on 
and bought pickle pots, bolsters pillows, and decanters and 
a side board, toasting fork, and a feather bed, pewter, and 
shaving tables and a four poster bed which totaled 200 pounds 


sterling. 


Before the American Revolution, the auctioneer had the 
powers of a bailiff or a constable except that he did not 
have the powers of arrest. He was a quasi-legal officer. 

He had the power to stop the bidding if the fair value of 
the property had not been attained and also when its value 
Was exceeded, But what is "fair value". Is it not the 
highest bid? In Mav 1773. New YOrk City had a new ordinance 


forbidding sales at night. Eight weeks later, the Sons of 
Liberty held their famous Boston Tea Party. Thereafter, 
auctions commenced of draft and saddle horses belonging to 
the King' service on every Wednesday and Saturday. The 
British storekeepers put their goods on auction. The reason 
for the British sales of their property and their horses 
soon came apparent as the war of the American Revolution 
began. After the war, the British dumped merchandise into 
New York under selling American merchants and the British 
goods were sold at auction to the public. All sales were 
caveat emptor”. Because of some of the questionable tactics 
in these particular auctions, some peoples tried to have the 
auctioneers prosecuted for fraud and misrepresentation. Some 
merchants sank into bankruptcy and some wrote pamphlets such 
as "remarks about the auction system as practiced in New York" 
which is is the Yale University Library.

Linn's Stamp News 


(A friend of ours in the auction business sent the following 
article, which he described as "an anecdotal essay on philatelic 
ethics". 


For obvious reasons, he didn't want to attach his name to 
it. But it's based on real life events, and presents the stamp 
auction business in a light we thought readers might find inter- 
esting and provocative. 


Here, only mildly edited, is the manuscript he sent us:) 


"The management of a stamp auction firm requires more 
sensitivity and judgment than most of its patrons will ever 


be aware of. 


It is quite literally a tightrope act, balancing the desire 
of the consignor for the best price he can get for his material, 
with the equally understandable desire of the buyer to improve his 
collection as cheaply as possible. 


Most all auction firms do a competent job selling dollar- 
value Columbians. 


Such stamps can simply be described and their catalog value 
specified. Informed buyers, well versed in the current market 
or similar high demand items, can be relied upon to produce a 
satisfactory result. 


_. More difficult is the sale of esoteric items of foreign 
philately or postal history. 


_Items such as essays, proofs, specimen operprints and covers 
bearing scarce franking combinations or markings may be noted 
only in out-of-print texts or obscure foreign periodicals. 


; In the sale of items such as these, the experience and 
judgment of the auctioneer is of paramount importance. 


The following case has been laid out in hypothetical terms. 
The facts and values are composites of real events. Names have 
been deleted, and it's up to you to determine guilt or innocence. 


An auctioneer receives two rare European items in February. 
In a German-language text, long out of print and written in 1933, 


he finds them listed as quite scarce and important. 


He places them in his spring auction with suggested bids 
of $250 and $350, aware that in a 1976 sale, a copy of the latter 
sold for $400. 


The auctioneer receives high mail bids of $50 and $70 from 
one of his customers -- on fifth of his original estimates. No 
bids are forthcoming from floor bidders. 


The auctioneer elects to hold these items over for his next 
auction, feeling that the prices offered are far too low. 


When the material is offered again in his summer sale, he 
receives bids from several sources. 


He receives a bids of $175 and $300 at one level over 
the second highest bidder. He accepts the highest bids. 


The successful bidder is from overseas. Three months pass 
until the auctioneer receives final payment from this far-flung 
philatelist. 


In the autumn, the auctioneer receives three letters. 


The first is from Mr. Sharpshooter, who had submitted the 
low bids on these items in the spring. 


Sharpshooter is furious. "You nk your auction is unreserved, 
so why didn't I get those two items I bid on in your spring sale? 
I was the high bidder. The lots by rights belong to me!" 


The second letter is from Monsieur Achateur, the overseas 
bidder who actually purchased the material. 


Achateur is furious, "You say your auction is fair, but you 
used my entire bids of $175 and $300 to buy those items. I 
know you offered them in your spring sale and nobody bid, because 
the lots weren't published in your prices realized. You boosted 
the price and cheated me!" 


The third letter comes from Herr Seller, the original consignor 
of the material, 


Herr Seller is furious. "You say your auction is prompt, 
hut I pte you two items in February and now it is September. 
You sold my rare items for a pittance, only $475, three months. 
ago. They were worth far more. 


"In fact, I happen to know that just one of them sold for 
$400 a decade ago. It must be worth far more today!" 

Remembering that you are both a buyer and a potential seller 
some day, would you do business with our hypothetical auctioneer? 

Who is in the right? 

Who do you feel has been treated unfairly? 


Did the auctioneer perform ethically, or should he be run 
out of town on a rail? 


This case study would seem to suggest that the auctioneer's 
job is to please none of the people all of the time. 


It may just be that when the buyer feels he paid too much 
and the seller is convinced he got too little, the best possible 
bargain has been struck."
